GATEWAY IN 
LEGAL FIGHT 


Prodrive 'confident' 
that court verdict 
will give go-ahead 
to the scheme

A CONTROVERSIAL out-of-town retail 
park will go ahead in Banbury, its 
backers said ahead of a High Court 
battle with retailers over the plan. 

Motorsport firm Prodrive is confident of 
victory over the scheme for Wildmere 
Industrial Estate, near Junction 11 of the 
M40. 

The owners of Castle Quay and Banbury 
Cross Retail Park are to next week fight the 
council, which approved the plans in court. 

It would see a "Banbury Gateway" park — 
with a Marks & Spencer and Next store - at 
the current Prodrive offices, which would 
move nearby. 

Cherwell District Council's planning 
committee passed the plan in March 2012, 
despite its own officers warning it would hit 
town trade. 

Scottish Widows is itself planning a £25m 
expansion of Castle Quay. 

Prodrive chairman David Richards said: 
"We are confident that the judge in London 
will uphold the local council's original 
decision and allow this important investment 
in the town to proceed." 

Castle Quay's owners, the Scottish Widows 
Investment Partnership, is fighting the case 
over consideration given by developer LXB 
Retail Properties Pic to other sites for the 
retail park. 

This is known as the "sequential test", 
while Scottish Widows says the new plan 
does not meet planning laws to "protect the 
town centre". 

Prodrive said the review delayed its 
planned move to its new home at the former 
Hella lighting factory in Noral Way. 

It had also extended the lease on its Milton 
Keynes factory because of the delays. 

If it wins the review, the 11-unit retail park

would open 12 months later, creating an 
estimated 750 jobs. 

Mr Richards said it was "very 
disappointing that such a significant 
investment that would create hundreds of 
new jobs had been delayed for so long". 

Malcolm Douglas, a vocal opponent of 
the retail park plan and owner of Henry's 
menswear store in High Street, backed the 
court challenge. 

He said: "This could be a disaster for the 
town. It is the wrong place on an out-of- 
town industrial estate. 

"The only way to increase shopping in the 
town centre is with good shops. The only 
way to get decent shops is if shop owners 
think that the town centre is viable." 

The Castle Quay extension would include 
a supermarket, hotel, cinema, restaurants 
and cafe and up to 640 parking spaces. 
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A Scottish Widows spokesman said: "We 
believe that town centres should be the 
focus for development before approval is 
given to develop out-of-town centres. We 
are pleased that the High Court is 
considering this matter." 

Adrian Cammidge, spokesman for Karnes 
Capital, which manages the Aegon property 
fund, said: "We believe the granting of 
planning permission for Banbury Gateway 
would be detrimental to the existing retail 
provision in Banbury town centre and to 
Banbury Cross Retail Park. 

"There is currently an over-supply of retail 
outlets in the town with several premises 
remaining un-let. The scale of the proposed 
development will only exacerbate this." 

The High Court will hear the case next 
Wednesday and Thursday. It is not known 
when a decision will be made.

Legal move overturns 


council's homes veto 


COUNCIL bosses have ruled out 
legal action over a controversial 
Government decision to approve 
375 homes in and around Banbury. 

Cherwell District Council sought legal 
advice after a minister overturned its 
refusal for the four plans. 

The council's planning chief, Michael 
Gibbard, said: "Following a thorough 
examination of the entire proceedings, 
our legal experts have been unable to 
discern any error of law. 

"Therefore, while this result is 
thoroughly disappointing, it is 
entirely legal and we are unable 
to continue further with our own 
appeal." 

Focal government secretary 
Eric Pickles last month passed 
plans for 145 homes east of 
Bloxham Road, near Salt Way, 

Banbury. 

He also approved plans for 70 
homes off Bourne Fane, Hook 
Norton, and 75 off Barford Road 
and 85 near Milton Road, both in 
Bloxham. 

None were in the council's 
draft "Focal Plan" - a policy 
document listings where the 
council will allow major estates 
up to 2031.

The policy blueprint said that major 
new developments should go around 
Banbury and Bicester and not in the 
villages. 

But developers said the council was 
failing to meet a Government target - to 
get enough homes built to meet demand 
for the next five years. 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry raised the 


issue in a Commons debate on planning 
and housing last Thursday. 

He said: "In effect, the secretary of 
state has allowed a policy of first come, 
first served, with planning permission 
being given to whichever house builders 
or developers happen to get their 
planning applications in earliest. 

"This is not plan-led development; this 
is not central planning policy - this is 
planning anarchy." 

The Oxfordshire Conservative added: 


"No responsible local authority could 
have produced a Focal Plan more 
quickly." 

Planning minister Nick Boles said 
Focal Plans carry "significant weight", 
even before they are approved following 
an independent inquiry. 

But he said some councils "put too 
many eggs in one basket" by planning 
large estates - on which work does not 
start - leading to plans for places not in 
the Focal Plan.

MP questions size of firefighters' pensions

County escapes 
as the big storm 
batters the UK 



IT WAS the storm that everyone 
dreaded. 

And yet, although wind speeds reached 
70mph and left more than 1,000 homes 
without power on Monday morning, the St 
Jude storm was never quite as bad in 
Oxfordshire as was feared. 

But among those who were affected were 
the county's commuters, as trains to London, 
Bournemouth, Newcastle and Manchester 
were cancelled due to fallen trees and other 
damage. 

County highways officers dealt with more 
than 70 incidents involving fallen or leaning 
trees, and engineers from Southern Electric 
worked all day to restore supply to about 
1,000 properties affected by power cuts. 

Delays and cancellations were reported by 
First Great Western, Crosscountry and 
Chiltern Railways - Chi Item reported 18 
trees down on its lines. 

Many commuters were left stranded at 
Oxford station after several London services 
were cancelled, and replacement buses 
were laid on between Bicester Town and 
Oxford.

Chiltern Railways spokesman Nicola 
Clark said: "The heavy storms caused 18 
trees to fall across the Chiltern Railways 
route. 

"We started to run trains to and from 
London Marylebone at 11.15am." 

Oxfordshire County Council said its staff 
worked through the night to ease the 
problems caused by the weather. 

Council leader Ian Hudspeth said: "I 
would like to thank staff who worked during 
the weekend and through the early hours to 
make sure Oxfordshire was as prepared as 
possible for the high winds that had been 
forecast to hit the UK for some days. 

"In the event, other parts of the UK 
probably fared worse than Oxfordshire. 

"However, a significant number of trees 
fell during the weather, and a lot of work 
went in during the small hours and in to the 
morning." 

He said council officers had been on 
standby throughout the night and the first

storm-related call 
came in at 3.10am. 

Southern 

Oxfordshire was the 
most affected part of 
the county, with the 
largest number of 
tree-related calls. 

By the early 
afternoon, the driving 
rain and heavy winds 
had given way to 
sunshine and the odd 
rain shower, although 
wind speeds 
remained fairly high. 

Met Office 
forecaster Tom 
Morgan said: 
"Oxfordshire did see 
gusts of 60 to 70mph. 
They were quite 
widespread across the 
county.

A DRUG dealer has been ordered to 
pay back nearly £40,000 he made from 
criminal activity. 

Abdul Hanif was given a suspended 
prison sentence in January after admitting 
possessing heroin with intent to supply. 

And last week at a hearing at Oxford 
Crown Court, a judge ruled he should hand 
over £39,563 he had paid into bank 
accounts in cash. 

The 32-year-old, of Bretch Hill, Banbury, 
was arrested in November, 2011, after a sat- 
nav was stolen from a vehicle. 

When the police searched his home they 
found the sat-nav and electronic scales with 
traces of drugs. 

When police officers searched him, they 
discovered heroin in wraps. 

Hanif was later charged with possession 
of controlled drugs with intent to supply 
and possession of criminal property. 

He admitted the crimes and was given a

two-year prison sentence, suspended for 
two years. 

An investigation into his finances led to 
the confiscation hearing. 

Hanif now has six months to pay the 
money or he faces an 18-month prison 
sentence - while still having to pay the 
money back. 

Phillip Croxson, financial investigator in 
the economic crime unit at Thames Valley 
Police, said: "Those who live on the 
proceeds of crime must face up to the fact 
that they can lose everything they have and 
that the consequences of criminal conduct 
go well beyond the risk of going to prison 
for their crimes. 

"Even when their assets are transferred to 
others, they can still be tracked down and 
recovered."

Greenpeace 28: Russian 
charges are downgraded

RUSSIA has dropped piracy charges against 28 
Greenpeace activists - including Chipping Norton father- 
of-three Phil Ball. 

It is replacing them with "hooliganism" charges, according to 
officials. 

The new charge has a maximum penalty of seven years, rather 
than 15. 

Phil's brother, Steve, said: "It has got to be better than what we 
were looking at in the first place." 

The Arctic Sunrise was seized nearly four weeks ago by Russian 
security forces after 28 Greenpeace activists, a photographer and 
a videographer, tried to scale an offshore oil platform. 

But former Oxfordshire county councillor Catherine Bearder 
has called on the High Representative of the EU to keep pressing 
Russian authorities over the detention of the Greenpeace 
activists. 

Mrs Bearder, MEP for South East England, welcomed the news 
that the charges against the activists had been downgraded but 
said the European Parliament needed to do more to show their 
support for them. 

She said:"The European Parliament needs to show we are 
doing all we can to support them. 

"That is why I am calling on High Representative Catherine 
Ashton to take up this issue at the next meeting of EU foreign 
ministers on November 21, just three days before the activists' 
pre-detention hearing."

OXFORDSHIRE is once again the worst area 
in the country for bed-blocking - and there 
are concerns about another winter crisis in 
our hospital wards. 

Figures released by the Department of Health 
from a survey carried out on one day in 
September show that 166 people were stuck in 
hospital because their care needs could not be 
met elsewhere. 

The latest monthly information shows 
Oxfordshire has regained its position in last place 
after its figures leapt by 22 and Birmingham's 
narrowly dropped by two. 

The figure of 1 66 is also an increase of 22 on the 
figure for last September, prompting concerns this 
winter could be worse than the last. 

It comes after Oxfordshire was briefly overtaken 
by Birmingham as the worst authority for delays in 
releasing people from hospital to send them home 
or into care. 

Jacquie Pearce-Gervis, of patient watchdog 
Healthwatch Oxfordshire, said: "I'm amazed that 
they have gone up. It's extremely worrying. 

"Winter hasn't even started, so I do worry about 
what will happen when it does hit us." 

The new figures come after health bosses 
admitted that a £2.5m scheme to combat bed¬ 
blocking had failed. 

Launched in April, it aimed to have patients sent 
home from hospital to wait for social service

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Million man hours on project 


BUILDING work on Oxfordshire’s first 
incinerator has reached a milestone. 

This month 300 construction workers 
reached a million man hours working on 
the £100m project — the equivalent of 
114 years’ work. 

The controversial burner in Ardley, 
near Bicester, is expected to open next 
summer and will be able to take up to 
300,000 tonnes of non-recyclable waste 
a year. 

To mark the milestone the firm has 
pledged £10,000 to local charities and 
organisations — £1,000 for each 100,000 
work hours completed. Chesterton 
Primary School, in Chesterton, near 
Bicester, is one of the first to get cash. 


Headteacher Victoria Woods said: 

“We are planning to use the money 
towards the provision of more outdoor 
resources and activities for the 
children.” 

Ian McAulay, Viridor’s chief executive, 
said: “With so many activities taking 
place on site, reaching this one million 
hours’ milestone is a great achievement 
and testimony to the care employees 
and site managers put into construction 
work. I would like to congratulate 
everyone on site.” 

Once open the incinerator will create 
24 megawatts of electricity from waste 
— enough to power the facility and over 
38,000 homes.

THE possible number 
of pupils being taught 
in temporary 
classrooms has fallen, 
but the county's school 
estate is far from fully 
modernised for the 
future, figures show. 

The potential number 
of children being taught 
in temporary 
accommodation has 
dropped by about 12 per 
cent in three years. 

In 2010, there were up 
to 5,815 children being 
taught in county schools 
in temporary classrooms, 
while by this June that 
had fallen nearly 700 to 
5,129. 

There are 83,838 
children in special, 
primary and secondary 
state schools in the 
county, which represents 
up to six per cent, or one

in 16, children. Latest 
figures were not 
available. 

Council spokesman 
Owen Morton said: "We 
are certainly making 
efforts to provide more 
permanent classrooms as 
part of our work to 
increase the capacity of 
schools, although 
temporary classrooms 
necessarily continue to 
play a role, as they do 
across the country. 

"Often temporary 
classrooms are brought in 
while building work on 
new, permanent 
accommodation is 
carried out, then removed 
upon its completion. 

"All the current school 
expansions being 


delivered by the council 
will ultimately consist of 
permanent buildings." 

While good teaching is 
not dependent on 
environment, teachers say 
tatty surroundings can 
have an impact on 
morale and engagement 
of students, while such 
buildings cost more to 
maintain and harder to 
control temperatures. 

Banbury Academy has 
two temporary buildings 
in use, one about 20 
years old, which is now 
used mainly as a drama 
storage area, and the 
other ten years old. 

Principal Fiona 
Hammans said: "When 
you have pressure in 
terms of numbers of 
pupils and you are 
expanding to meet their 
needs you are just 
desperate to get 


somewhere to put them 
and a temporary 
classroom is better than 
no classroom. 

"They are supposed to 
be temporary and down 
the line they should be 
replaced as they start to 
look tatty and they start 
rotting away and take a 
huge amount to keep 
them up to standard. 

"There isn't really a 
mechanism to replace 
them - we haven't got 
any anticipated funding 
coming from the council 
or Government because 
our need is not as great 
as some other schools." 

She estimated the older 
classrooms cost between 
£4,500 and £8,000 a 
year in maintenance 
costs, including painting, 
repairing, roofing, boiler 
work and fox damage.

The assault occurred after she 
discovered, on the day of their 
anniversary, that he had been 
talking to other women on 
Internet dating websites. 

Alistair Grainger, prosecuting, 
said Horsman's victim was left 
with concussion and bruises on 
her arms, neck and face after the 
"ferocious and prolonged" 
attack. 

He told Recorder Patrick 
Hamlin that the assault was 
prompted by an argument, 
which broke out when Miss 
Simms found her partner was 
using dating sites. 

The barrister explained that 
after an initial argument, the 
couple went for a meal, drank 
heavily, and argued again when 
they were together in bed. 

Mr Grainger said this

prompted Horsman to grab and 
squeeze his girlfriend's throat, 
grab her hair and punch her 
repeatedly in the face. 

He added that Miss Simms 
told police she lost 
consciousness and Horsman put 
his hand over her mouth when 
she tried to cry out for help. 

The defendant also admitted 
battery on Miss Simms earlier 
this year, for which he was given 
a 12-month community order. 

Graham Bennett, defending, 
said that his client "realised that 
he had done real damage to her 
and to the relationship". 

He added that Miss Simms 
had written a letter to the court 
in support of Horsman. 

Recorder Hamlin said: "I 
doubt much benefit is going to 
come to either party as a result 
of the continuation of this 
relationship." 

He sentenced Horsman to 14 
months in prison and told him to 
continue his community order 
with a domestic violence 
requirement.

Can you spare some time 
to help ChildLine deliver its 
new service to local primary 
schools? 

Following the national launch at the end 
of last year, ChildLine is rolling out a new 
programme in Oxfordshire, to help younger 
children’s understanding of abuse and how 
they can stay safe. Using assemblies and 
workshops delivered by volunteers ChildLine 
will help children recognise situations where 
they may need help and tell them how to 
access support. Sessions are sensitively 
tailored to ensure topics are covered in a way 
which children understand. 

The ChildLine Schools Service is now 
recruiting volunteers to help deliver the 
assemblies and interactive workshops across 
Oxfordshire, initially focusing on the Bicester 
and Banbury areas. 

Full volunteer training and support is provided 
by ChildLine, alongside the opportunity to 


make a real difference to local children as 
part of a committed team. 

All children have the right to be happy and 
safe, but many suffer abuse in silence, unable 
to speak out. The ChildLine Schools Service 
is aimed at primary age children, particularly 
focusing on nine to 11 year olds, and aims 
to help them understand what abuse is, 
including bullying, how to protect themselves 
and where to get help and support if needed. 

The presentations and messages delivered 
at schools are sensitive, age appropriate and 
engaging, and the Service is provided free of 
charge. 

Fiona Hill, ChildLine Area Co-ordinator for 
Oxfordshire, said: “Research undertaken by 
the NSPCC shows that the majority of children 
who contact ChildLine for advice, information 
and support are over 11 years old. However 
we know that the majority of children who are 
subject to a child protection plan are under 
the age of 11. 

“These younger children are not connected 
so much with the outside world. In fact, their 
world is quite small. So if abuse is happening 
to them at that age, then it’s very difficult for 
children to speak up. That’s why we want 
to educate children earlier and ensure they 
know how to keep themselves safe or seek 
help if they need it.”
